1. Claims 1-131, 133-149 and 151-161 are pending and allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Hogan (US 5,699,528) teaches users are able to access a 
server computer to obtain bill information and pay bills in a bill delivery and payment 
system. 

In regarding to independent claims 126 and 144, Hogan taken either individually 
or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious receiving 
at an electronic bill presentment service provider from a first network entity associated 
with a consumer a request for bill data available for presentment, wherein the request is 
received subsequent to and responsive to a transmission, to the first network entity, of a 
notice of availability of the bill data; responsive to receiving the request for bill data, 
accessing by the electronic bill presentment service provider, a second network entity 
associated with a billerfor at least a portion of the bill data; receiving, at the electronic 
bill presentment service provider, at least a portion of the bill data from the second 
network entity; and transmitting at least a portion of the bill data from the electronic bill 
presentment service provider to the first network entity.
